280. genuine has L. B. C on 


IN SARDOU’S PLAY. 


GERMAN ACTRESS APPEARS AS CYP- 


Former Mail-Carrier Says He

ey at MeVicker’s Theater—How the 
Star Fulfilied the Requirements of 
the ‘Role—Her Conception of the 
Parisienne—Strength of the Sup- 
perting Company—Mention of Some 
of the Other Performers. 


The audience which assembled at Mc- 
Vicker’s last night to see Agnes Sorma ap- 
pear as Cyprienne in Sardou’s Divorcons 
was most uncomp isingly German, which 
was rather disappoifiting in view of the fact 
that such an actress as Sorma comes to this 
country very seldom in a lifetime. There 
were valid reasons, however, why “ Divor- 
cons should not attract a large English- 
speaking audience: The play is peculiarly 
French, to begin with, and many admirers 
of Rejane may have dreaded the comparison 
between Sorma and the French comedienne 
when they met on such unequal terms. Still 
as — was never very widely patronized 
in is country, such fears can only have 
affected a few theater-goérs. A better rea- 


son for the obvious want of interest upon 


the part of the regular attendants of the 
down-town theaters may be found in the 
fact that a more or less serious play is 
much ler to understand in a foreign lan- 
guage than à bright comedy like Divor- 
cons,” which is chiefly amusing on account 
of the dialogue. A tragedian is generally ap- 
preciated in any language, but a comedian 
must play to an audience of his fellow 
countrymen. That is apparently the reason 
why Sarah Bernhardt has always been pop- 
ular here, while Rejane and Coquelin have 
failed of a wide recognition. And it is also 
the reason why only Germans care to wit- 


ness a German performance of’ Divor- 


cons.”’ 
Presentation of the Play. 
It must be admitted of course that there 
was very little of the Parisian atmcsphere 


about the play as presented at McVicker’s 


last night, but it is impossible to see why 
any one should expect such an atmosphere. 
Any American company presenting the same 
play would be equally at fault if not more 


#80, unless the play is adapted, as it has been, 


to American life and produced with Amer- 
ican names and an American locality. But 
that is hardly producing Divorcons as 
Sardou wrote it—provided always that he 


did write it, a fact which is doubtful. It is 


perfectly fit, therefore, to argue that Agnes 
Sorma would be preferable in other char- 
acters than that of Cyprienne, but it is fool- 
ish to criticise the performance, as many 


did in New York, because Sorma is a Ger- 


man and speaks like one. The company 
have their failings in this respect, it is true, 


and the mounting of the play hardiy sug- 


gests the gay background of Paris: even 
Sorma herself dresses in no way beiitting a 
Frenchwoman; but these drawbacks only 


| serve to emphasize the greatness of her art 


which can triumph over all difficulties, 

In the beginning of the play Sorma does 
not show to the best advantage, and for a 
few moments one is apt to regret that she 
ever attempted the part. The whole plot 
turns upon the fact that Cyprienne thinks 
she is in love with Adhemar, and as the 
actress fails to convey any gense of such a 
passion to the audience the action of the 
piece seems to want a leading motive. This 
shortcoming must, however, be put down 
partly to the fact that Julius Strobi makes 
Adhemar a foolish_and most unattractive 
person, so that enne’s attachment to 
him is obviously the merest caprioe. 


Character of Adhemar. 


Adhemar is certainly a regulation comic 
character, but he is intended to show a few 
signs of intelligence, unless the play is to 
degenerate from farce-comedy into pure 
farce, But as the second act proceeds Sor- 
ma regains her hold upon the audience, and 
the last scene with Prunelles, where Cypri- 
enne begins to regret the coming separation, 
is éxcellently done. Here all the powers of 
the trained actress find full scope, and she 
passes with marvelous facility through all 
the moods that the most capricious woman 
can indulge in. In her absolute certainty of 
touch, and the marvelous rapidity of ex- 
pression, which yet never obscures the main 
issue, Sorma surpasses any actress that 
memory can easily call to mind. There the 
sound training of the German school comes 
to view. The listener knows, if he cares 
to think about it, that this ease and rapidity 
comes from arduous .study and constant 
practice, just as he knows that a Hofmany 
or a Paderewski must have labored so many 
hours a day to produce such extraordinary 


results. But in either case the years of toil. 


never make themselves apparent, so perfect 
is the mastery of the artist over every 
branch of the art. 

In the last act the supper scene was de- 
lightfully executed, and the exhilaration 
caused by the champagne—one can hardly 
call it intoxication—was assumed with per- 
fect freedom from any coarseness. There 
are a very few occasions when Sorma seems 
not to have entirely rid herself of the pro- 
verbial heaviness of Teutonic methods. 
Just as, in “ Nora,” she does not execute 
the Tarantella with the necessary verve, so 
at the close of the second act last night her 
exit with Prunelles was boisterous rather 
— gay. Yet in the long supper scene, 
where the same boisterous hilarity might 
have been expected, she never for a moment 
exceeded the mark, and the whole act was 
carried out in the true spirit of comedy. The 
fact is, probably, that Sorma has the face 
and voice of a superb actress, but in figure 
she is lacking in distinction, and the defi- 
cleney becomes more apparent when she 
has to execute quick movements upon the 
stage. Still there are very few men or 


women who can jump about behind the foot- 


lights and still preserve their dignity; so 
that the exit in the second act may be par- 
doned upor general principles. 

Today the Doll's House is repeated at 
the matinée, and Divorcons’ ‘is — at 
night. Tomorrow night The Sunken Beli 
should attract a large audience.

Union Pressfeeders Walk Out 
of Printing Shops. 


SALARY IS THE ISSUE. 


Quit Because Big Employers Re- 
fuse Their Demands. | 


MANY CARPENTERS ARE IDLE 


The threatened strike of the pressfeeders 
went into effect yesterday, when 525 mem- 
bers of the Franklin union quit work. 

At the last meeting of the union it was 
decided to raise the scale of wages. This 
demand was granted by the majority of the 
firms, but four of the larger establishments 
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sideration today. Ever since the bill has 
been before the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, of which’ Mr. Hull of lowa is 
chairman, the guardsmen of the country 
have used every influence to have it killed, 
but the announcement that it would be 
brought before the House today was re- 
ceived as evidence that influence of the 
regular army has been greater than that 
exerted by the volunteer soldiers.

000 national guardsmen into the regular 
army. It is also maintained that the regular 
army recruiting from the national guard 
would be done in such a manner that not a 
— full regiment of the guard would be 


5 Colonel Turner’s Criticism. 


Among the commanding officers of the Illi- 
nois National Guard who have bitterly op- 
posed the new measure is Colonel Henry L. 
Turner, acting Brigadier General of the 
First Brigade. 

“The bill fer reorganization in time of 
war,“ said Colonel Turner, is but one step 
in a deep-laid and well-planned plot to wipe 
the National Guard out of existence. The 
regular army fears the growth and popular- 
ity of the guard. I believe that it is the duty 
of the guardsmen and the citizens of the 
United States to oppose the measure tooth 
and nail. A standing army of 104,000 men is 
contrary to our democratic principles, and 
by many would be regarded asa menace. 

‘Mr. Hull, chairman of the Military com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, in 
a recent interview gave the reason for the 
passage of the bill to be as follows: The 
militia of our country is in no fit condition to 
go to war and the men are not drilled as the 
soldiers of the day should be.“ No deadlier 
insult was ever offered the faithful, hard- 
working, patriotic men of the National 
Guard of the United States than that blow 
in the face by the official head of the Mill- 
tary committee of the House of Representa- 
tives of the United States. 


Prowess of the Militia. 


“Comparisons are odious, but when the 
‘official representative of the organization 


drawn gives as the central reason for the 
passage of the bill that the militia of the 
country is not in fit condition to take part 
in the natichal defense, then I feel that 
we are justified in challenging the state- 
ment by comparison. 

“The great army of veteran volunteers 
who fought through the war of the rebellion 
was the militia of the country, and unless 
my memory fails me no regular army organ- 
izations ever made such magnificent records. 
It was a Vermont militia brigade, pure and

“If adopted, this bill means the practical 
elimination. of the national guard of the 
country from all present or future participa- 
tion in national defense and relegates it ab- 
solutely to the necessary but far from at- 
“tractive duty of an intermittent but high 
grade body of police.

Carpenters Are Still Out. 


No settlement has been reached in the car- 
penters’ strike, and the tieup is now general. 
It was reported that several of the contrac- 
tors had signified their willingness to accept 
the terms of the union men, but their names 
could not be learned. In several places 
where non-union men were employed to 
take the places of the strikers small fights 
. but no serious trouble is looked 

The union refuses to consider any settle- 
ment until today. Many of the contractors 
are under bonds to complete their work with- 
in a specified time, and if they try to employ 
y non-union men it is probable a strike of all 
the building trades will result, which would 
throw 95,000 men out of work. 7 

A great part of the work in the city at 
present consists of repairing, and many of. 
the buildings affected are those in process of 
reconstruction and repair in the business dis- 
trict. These have been deserted by the union 
men, who kept guard over the buildings to 
warn non-union men from seeking positions. 
The feeling among the bosses is strong, many 
of them insisting they can stand the strike 
for ten years if necessary, alleging that the 
journeymen cannot hold out for more than 
two weeks. 

The plasterers have decided to fight the 
action of the bosses in attempting to cut 
wages from $3.50 to $2.50 a day, and in this 
threatened strike over 600 men are invoived. 
At the last session of the Plasterers’ Coun- 
cil it was decided to enforce their demands 
and if necessary order a strike. 

The small bosses among the painters have 
met and decided to hold another meeting 
this week at their rooms, 167 Dearborn 
street, for the purpose of considering the 
advisability of cutting wages. A strike may 
result. 

A plan is projected among the shoework- 
ers that may result in trouble. It is the in- 
tention of the union to demand of all the pro- 
prietors of the shoe factories that they 
adopt the use of the union stamp.

Rev. J. W. Conley Declares the United 
States Should Drive Spain from the 
Island—Says That Nation Slaughters 
the Innocent and Defenseless—Meet-

We are tired of the tyranny of Spain, 
and, while we deplore the — of oar ae 
feel that, if it is necessary, the United States 
should take by force the bloody hard of 
Spanish oppression from the throat of Cuba, 
and as a body of Christian people we unite 
in the sentiment that Cuba should and must 
be free and her oppressor driven from west- 
ern shores.“ 

The banquet hall reéchoed with the shouts 
of the enthusiastic Baptists, and staid, eld- 
erly men stamped their feet upon the tile 
floor in their eagerness to equal the clamor 
made by the gloved hands of the women in 
the expression of their sympathies with the 
people of Cuba. 

We have four topics tonight on brother- 
hood,“ said Dr. Conley, and I am down for 
a talk on the ideal brotherhood. In this con- 
nection I wish to say that we have what is. 
known as a brotherhood of nations. I am 
sorry to state that in the list is included the 
nation of Spain, which is supposed to be a 
Christian nation, one whose children have 
planted the cross in many lands, but it is a 
nation that has slaughtered more of the 
innocent and defenseless than all the English 
speaking races put together. I declare to 
you that Spain is a nation that does now and 
always has fostered tyranny, and in her 
there is not the first principle of brotherhood. 

We have a Chief Executive whose heart 
beats in sympathy with the laws and princt- 
ples of brotherhood, and who has staid his 
hand until the time has come when of neces- 
sity we must interfere. To him we can look 
to guide us safely through the crisis, and not 
allow the ‘ Old Man of the Tiber’ to dictate 
terms to us.“ 

The speaker closed with an urgent request 
to all to give of their plenty in the hour of 
the Cubans’ need. He then introduced 
Blewett Lee, who spoke at length on the sub-

SPAIN’S GUNNERS ARE CLUMSY. 


Practice at Havana Shows Their Pro- 
_ jJectiles Would Do Little Harm to 
ee an Attacking Fleet.

World.)}—Spain has just spent an afternoon,

The full force of their coast defenses’ ineffi- 
ciency penetrated even into their unexpert 
brains. Here is an expert report upon the 
above results: — 

At 4:10 on April 4, 1898, the Spanish bat- 
teries immediately to the westward of the 
entrance to Havana harbor engaged in 
target practice. Three batterles were en- 
gaged. The mortar battery Reina, the 
heavy modern battery Santa Clara, and a 
mortar battery a few hundred yards to the 
windward of Santa Clara. The Reina bat- 
tery consists of six obsolete muzzle-loading 
mortars of a bore eight inches caliber, mount- 
ed on old stone forts of Little value, This 
battery was manned by the volunteer ar- 
tillerymen of Havana. Six shots were ob- 
served from this battery from a point be- 
hind the Santa Clara battery, and all of them 
fell far short of the target. The official 
range as indicated by the figures of the 
Santa Clara range board was 6,000 meters 
(about 3% miles), None of the shots from 
this battery fell within a half mile of the 
target. 

The Santa Clara battery is the principal 
defense of the western side of the entrance. 
It consists of four 28-centimeter (11 inch) 
Krupp guns, and two 82-centimeter (12%

8 inches. The practice of this battery was 
decidedly poor. Out of thirteen shots ob- 
served, one struck the woter about 500 
yards from the battery, another struck the 
water a full mile to the left of the target. 
Nine were from 100 to 200 yards out of 
line, as abserved from directl¥ behind the 
battery. It is scarcely probable that more 
than one shot from this battery would have 
struck a target the size of one of our bat- 
tleships at anchor. 

“The practice from the mortar battery to 
the westward of Santa Clara was exception- 
ally poor. Out of twelve observed shots 
from this battery, one struck in the vicinity 
of the target and the other eleven did not 
strike within 700 yards at the very least esti- 
mate.“ 

To understand the poorness of the practice 
it should be known that at this range in 
the United States naval practice an error 
to right or left of seventy-five feet scores 
zero, and the gunner who doesn’t make tell- 
ing shots is severely censured. And these 
standards obtain when shooting from a roll- 
ing ship. The Spaniards shot from solid 
earth. 

Spain looked for war as early as March 380. 
The big armed transatlantic company’s ship 
war to carry millions of dollars to Cuba, 
but at the last moment the money was left 
at Cadiz, and the ship is now on its way 
across with nothing but food and passen- 
gers.

Lorenz, who is 21 years old and lives at 727 
Allport street, imagines he is a sailor aboard 
an American men-of-war and that he is 
charged with a commission to blow up a 
Spanish ship and avenge the Maine. His 
talk is incoherent and indicates the most ex- 
cited mental condition. | 

Lorenz's parents, who are Bohemians, 
caused his removal to the hospital. They 
reported he was violent and they feared he 
would do them or others harm.
